Wj, not preach. Whether this was ex- 
@ prefsly true or not, or comparatively 
fpoken, I don’t know ; but in Cha- 
tity we ought not to doubt of the Word of a King, and 
refolve it away by fubtile Conftruétions of our own devifing ; 
pecially, as it is not quite clear that he {poke of his Secre- 
ury of State, or of an Archbifhop, that was not render’d 
incapable of his Funétion by Age or Infirmities ; tho’ Medi- 
hace and Obloquy, being in Poffeffion of the Expreffion, 
infift on eftablifhing the plain Import of the Words: In- 
deed, if the King had expreffed himfelf comparatively, 
there had been nothing extraordinary init, fince later Times 
may poflib!y have feen fome Secretaries of State that could 
not write as it were, and Archbifhops, and Bifhops many, 
that could not preach as it were; that is to fay, Secretaries 
that could not éndite, and Archbifhops that qwould-not 
preach; or rather fimply Bifhops, for I doubt the Word 
Arch has crept into the Text by the Inaceuracy of Tran- 
feribers, as the Wifdom of Commentators phrafe it. 

The Drudgery of Preaching is left tothe inferior Clergy, 
while the Kifhops (or rather the Overfeers of the State of 
the Church, according to the or iginal Import of the Word) 
are (uffic. nc: eamployed in their proper Stations of Super- 
intendency ; and if they keep the laborious Part of the 
ties. Order to Duty and Difcipline, “tis as mutch as, they appre- 
gnets mend, can be well expected from them ; fo thata preaching 
Mitte isa kivd of Rara Avis ;-and if fo, how much.more is 
‘Metropolitan Preacher? And yet, for the Honour of our 
Church and thefe'Times, we are not without fome few Mitres 
cone MME vs, that think it no Difparagement to be feen and 
nce, MM heard frequently in a Pulpit with the Gofpel in their Mouths, 
totwithftanding that they have caught the Fith, and have 
to further Occafion for the Net; unlike the impious Leo, 
Jong who faid, Quantas nobis diwitias comparavit ifla de Chrifio 
Fabula, We have alfo had a recent Inftance of a Northward 
if Bi Metropolitan Preacher, laborioufly loud in his pious Loyalty 
, OF HM ftom the facred Rofirum, for the Service of Religion and 
mew Bi the State ; and another in the South, which perhaps I ought

We have likewife feen him, in the Fxercile of his facred 
Office, charitably vifiting the Forfaken and Oppre/f, to com- 
fort him under the Rigour of Threats and the Burden of 
Obloguy ; notwithitanding the Difpleafure it might give the 
Coalition: So that whatever may have been the Ettate of the 
higheft Dignitaries in the Church in the Reign of K. James 
I, or at any Time fince, the like Sarcafm can in no wife be 
properly applied to the MetropOlitans of the prefent Time. 
I fpeak of Great-Britain only : Let a Siffer Nation jultify 
her own Reverendiffimi if fhe thinks fit: A Land lately moft 
highly favoured, in prelatical Preferment, by a peculiat Gift 
of Heaven, arifing from the Infpiration of fraternal Love 
and Piety in the Influence of duca/ Charity and Wifdom, for 
their Edification ! Thefe People have been alfo formerly, not 
alittle, diftinguifhed by a late ennobled great Man ; who, 


“to fhew his Veneration to the Church, from whence he had 


deriv’d nis very Being, the Foundation of his Education, and 
confequently his immenfe Riches, no fooner mounted up 
the higheft Office in the State, than he began to diftate 
Mitred Heads to the Choice of the Crown ; and particularly 
honour'd our aforementioned Sifer Nation with the Nomi- 
nation of a moft Reverend Sage, of Lis own Way of Thinking, 
for one of her fpiritual Guides ; who, tho’, apon an Effay 
ade, he was not found fufficiently orthodox for the pa/fora/ 
Care over a few Sheep in this Ifland, was however, upon 
further Confideration, voted capable of Amendment fo far 
as to become exceedingly well qualify'd for the Crook on 
other Side the Channel. 

But to return to the other Part of the Royal Saying, as 
to the Secretary that cou/d not write: \ have neither read or 
heard of any fuch, but am of Opinion ff is not an impoffible 
nor an improbable Thing, as Secretaries go [in other Coun- 
tries}; fince the Office may be executed by a Deputy of a 
moderate Capacity ; any kind of Lapis (which I find by the 
Diétionary is the Latin Word for a Stone, or a dull Fellow) 
may fuffice, who has but Confidence enough to obtrude 
himfelf upon the Weaknefs and Inexperience of his Prin- 
cipal ; and fo not only play the Secretary upon him, but 
the King too upon the People ; tho’ perhaps he might have 
been but Yefterday no more than a Zero among them. Such 
as thefe, by a little Cunning in getting on the right Side of 
a Figure, often rife to pave the Gradations of the Church’ 
and State with Pebble or little Gravel Stemes, and even to 
fet the Lapides in Competition with the never-to-be-fatisfied 
Viridarii, in Point of Preferment. 

To illuftrate this, we will fuppofe a Cypher thus fet 
down (0): This in Arithmetic makes nothing at all, but 
if you let it follow any little Figure of a Mafter, it will 
make fomething ; as for Example: Put only the trifling 
Figure of (1) upon the Left, thefe two Things placed thus

very little of itfelf What a Pity then it would be if they 
fhould be ever parted ? 

But how happy is that Country in this Age, where the 
King’s fivewd Saying cannot be drawn in, with any Truth, 
to refleét a Joke upon either of the two great Officers, who 
drive the Quil of State with fo much Honour to themfelves 
and Satisfagtion to the People? For itis notorious, that one 
of them can write in every Senie of the Word; yea, polis 
tically and poetically too! And as ior the other, I have 
had ocular Demonftration that, however fafpeéted he may 
be of Deficiency that Way, he can write as legible and fair 
as any Merchant’s Clerk in London —- I mean his Name. 
I could have wifhed this Satisfaction, which I received from 
a Foreigner of good Senfe and Diftin€tion, with whom I 
had the Pleafure to travel down to the Sea Coatt lately, 
had not been dafhed with‘a Bitter, in no wife pleafing to a 
Perfon fo anxious for the Honour of his Country as I am. 
He told me be had been in Eng/and about three Years at @ 
great Expence, after having travelled over all the reft of 
Europe. Tho’ he difcourfed much and Well on the Excel- 
lence of the Ariti Laws and Conftitution, yet was he not 
unacquainted with the Abufe of both among us; for, ‘* Sir, 
‘* (faid he) isit not very ftrange, that there is no going out 
“© of this free Country without paying for it; this Permiffion 
«* (fhewing me a Paper) coft me Two Guineas, and not only 
« that but cight Day's Attendance before I could obtain 
it ; which has put me to very great Inconvenience, as.[ 
*¢ had received a Letter from my Friends to haften home, 
‘© becaufe my Father was taken very ill and given over by 
his Phyficians : Now if he fhould die before my Arrival, 
it will not only give me great Difquiet that | could not 
** arrive in Time to receive his Death-Bed Bletling, but

am afraid it will cotally ruin my Affairs at home, for

want of my fecing him before his Death.” —Here he was 
interrupted by a very heavy Sigh from his Heart, and ome 
Tears from his Eyes. 

I found the Paper was a Pafs from public Authority, and 
was heartily afhamed, for my Country, of the Delay and In- 
jury which thisGentleman complain’d of , from an Impofition 
and Negligence of an Office, where, if Butinefs is very ill 
govern'd, it is of Courfe very ill executed. ‘Thefe Pafies, | am 
inform'd, took their Rife in the Time of the lait Rebellion, as 
no Doubt it was then neceflary to know who went out of the 
Kingdom, and npon what Occafion, in order to detect the 
Enemies of the Government ; but when the public Troubles 
had ceafed, this Reftriftion ought to have cealed alfo ; as it 
is a great Interruption to Commerce in a free Country, 
more efpecially as to a Communication with Holland, an 
Allied Nation ; But when any lucrative Branch of Bufinefs 
is once fet up, the Vermin of Power, who are in Pofliflion 
of it, very reluctantly part with its Swects : T'wo Guineas 
a Pafs, in a commercial Nation, will amount to a very 
large Sum at the [ind of the Year !

it may be faid, that fomething like this is practifed 
«broad ; and thata Traveller cannot quit the Town wherein 
Lie happens to take up his Lodging of a Night, without a 
Pafs from the Commandant of the Place. ‘This is true, and 
5 of fome little Inconvenience to a Traveller, but neither 
troublefome nor expenfive ; for if you fend your travelling 
Name and Quality, whether real or not, to the Office erected 
for that Purpofe, there are Clerks always attending, who, 
tho’ they do not keep their Chariots and Equipages, nor 
breale nor die. in Debt like our Defe-Gentry in this Ifland, 
will difpatch your Pafs in a few Minutes, and for a very 
few Sous: ‘They neither afk nor expect your Silver or your 
Gold. ‘They readily dotheir Duty, under the fevere Pe- 
nalty of Difmiffion, and in the Infpeétion of an uncorrupt 
and unangiicifed Officer, who dares not violate the Honour 
of the Government, or tranfgrefs the Rules prefcribed by 
his Superiors for his Obfervation and Praétice ; fo that no 
Perfon is any way delay’d or injur’d by this Formality, 
which in ‘Times of Peace is not fo ftri@ly purfued, though 
ablolutely neceflary in the turbulent Séafons of War, for 
the Prefervation of a Plate or ‘Town onthe Continent. 

But fuppofing, in this Affair, we do not fare worfe than 
our Neighbours, is a Nation of Freedom and public Com- 
merce, and an Ifland, which is no neceflary Tivcesh-hes 
to other Countries, to imitate the bad Examples practifed 
by abfolute Powers and ‘T'yrants on the Continent, while we 
negleét the Imitation of every thing which is praife-worthy 
in them? No fure! if we copy them in aught, let it be in 
what may be conducive of the public Good, and the raifing 
of our finking Country into Credit and Efteem: Let us 
regulate our Sections by thofe of the very Enemy, form 
and compofe our public Councils by theirs, and learn to 
conquer as they do: So fhall Pofterity never hear further of 
& Secretary that could not write, nor of a Bifbop that coBld not 
preach, among us.

Wedneiday Jacob Lopez, was commited to Newgate, 
for being concerned in the Robbery and Murder above- 
mentioned. 

‘The Dutch have been this Year very fuccefsful in their 
Whale-Fifhery, infomuch that the Beginning of laft Week 
there were no lefs than 35 Ships arrived in one Day in the 
‘Texel from Greenland ; having on board no lefs than 144 
Whales, and 4729 Quarts of Blubber. 

Admiral Byng is, we hear, arrived before Genoa, and 
has lately taken feveral Veffels bound to that Place with 
Provifions. 

By Letters from Portmahone we have an Account of 
the Arrival there of the homeward-bound Turky Fleet, 
under the Convoy of two Men of War; and that they 
were to fail for England with the firft fair Wind; and to 
be joined by the “cei Men of War, viz. the Norfolk 
ordered to Plymouth, the Diamond to Port/mouth, and 
the Ruflel to the Downs, The fame Letters mention, 
that two French Privateers had taken 16 or 17 Vedficls off 
that Place. 

We hear that the Men of War cruizing in the Bay of 
Bifcay have had very bad Weather, by which they fuffered 
very much, particularly the Hampton-Court, who has 
loft her Bowfprit. . 

On Monday came Advice that the Dover Man of War, 
of 40 Guns, Capt. Shirley, had fallen in with a French 
hian of War of 44 Guns, whom fhe engaged for four 
Hours very fmartly, and then took her. She is a new 
Ship, had been out of Breft but two Days, and was bound 
to Martinico. We hear fhe is brought into Plymouth in 
a very fhatter’d Condition. 

We are advis’d from Genoa, that two large French Men 
of War, and a Frigate, are cruizing between the [fland of 
Capria and Monte Chritto, and another French Privateer, 
upon the Coalts of Sardinia, all which were lately fitted 
out from Toulon. The Men of War fearch all neutral Ships, 
and take out of them any Britifh Goods they find on board. 
The Leopard Man of War arrived lately at Leghoro with 
a French Pollacca bound from Marfeilles to Alexandria, 
very richly laden. 

Capt. Philips, Commander of the Packet lately arrived 
from Jamaica, was attacked, foon after he left that Iflund, 
bya French Privateer, whom he foon obliged to run, and 
drove her afhore on the Eaft End of Cuba, where he bat- 
tered her for fome Time, then fent his Boat on board, plun- 
dered her, brought away the Captain’s Commiffion, and 
then funk her.— This is the brave Capt. Philips that cut the 
Solebay Man of War out.of a French Port, and for which 
gallant Aétion his Majelty ordered him a Prefent of 5.01. 
and a Gold Medal worth 1001.
